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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references cited (for example, Wang et al. 6,448,106 and Shiraishi 6,359,332) disclose 
a resin printed circuit board with pin comprising a flat pin, the flat pin includes a rod 
portion having a diameter and a concentric tabular large diameter portion having a 
diameter, the ratio of the diameter of the large diameter portion to the rod portion is 
within a range of 2.16 to 2.67, and some other claimed elements. However, they do not 
disclose or render in combination of the flat pin having the formed thickness of a solder 
layer being adjusted to be not greater than 0.30 mm along the vertical direction from a 
first main surface of a pin bonding portion toward the flat pin (as recited in claim 1), and 
there is no evidence that the ratio of the thickness of the large diameter portion to the 
diameter of the rod portion is in a range of 0.4-0.67 (as recited in claim 2) is taught or 
suggested. 

Also, there is no suggestion of the references cited to disclose the limitations as 
claimed as above.
